Sir,--The “Government's acceptance of the 
Commission’s findings and its xecommendations 


is a natural corollary of 


the: appointment of the 


Commission. . In the absence of a full-dress de- 
bate by the Legislative Council on the report there 
is the implication of unofficial acquiescence. in the 


official attitude. 


This meek and. mild 


answer to the question “Those in’favour say: 
‘Aye’” is difficult of understanding, unless it be 
that the unofficial members of Council are unani- 
mously in, favour of the Commission’s reasonings 
to the total exclusion of the tenants’ case. : 


The Constitution of the Colony 
docs not permit of sectional or 
geographical representation on the 
Council... The objections to the 
former mode of representation are 
age-worn and threadbare. No pur- 
pose will be achieved tn a discus: 
aion of the question at the, moment, 
but the rents issue servea ‘to de- 
monstrate, as at no time hnsa been 
tlemonstrated before within my 
recollection, the defects of a sys- 
tem which perpetuates taxation 
without ‘representation. 


COLONY’S REVENUE 

Hong Kong’s revenue for 1938 
has veen budgetted at $30,254,920, 
Ita receipts from assessed taxes 
are estimated to yield $6,000,000 
exclusive of the New Territories; 
thoy are expected to amount ¢ to 
much more. Yet the people who 
pay the Jarger share of this co- 
lossal contribution must be con- 
tent without a voice ‘of protest 
in the counsels of Government 
when thetr interests are bo vitally.

AGLIFISM is not a mere opinion 

or doctrine but a philosophy 

of life, Jt is both negative and 

positive. Negative pacifism in 

concerned with the right of -an in- 

dividual to refuse to take part In 

war or in preparation for war in 

any circumstances or for any al- 
leged object. 

The pacifist starts from certain 
first principles. A first principle 
fy not arguable, You either see 
it or your don’t—you accept it or 
you reject it. 

The pacifist's first principles are 
these: 

All war ig wrong—not — mere- 
ly fnconvenient, uncomfortable, 
nasty, beatinl—but wrong. It is 
a crime againat man and (to the 
Christian pacifist) a sine ayalnst 
god. It is a viokution of human 
personality and of human brother- 
hood. It is contrary to the whole 
fe, spirit, and teaching of Jesus 
Christ. Therefore it is wrong, 
and for us ‘we can have nothing 
to do with it or with preparation 
for it. s - 

The liveliest imagination ean- 
not picture Christ in khaki 
bayoneting «a German soldier, or 
bombing helpless people from an 
aeroplane. If he would not do 
these things, we must not do them. 

The life of the individual must 
conform ns far as human weak- 
ness niows to the life of Jesus, 
the pattern God-man. 

The. pacifist believes that if 
enough men in any nation held 
sincere convictions along these 
lines the government of that na- 
tion would not dare tu go to war 
because it would know that its 
manhood would not respond to 
the beating of the drum. 

That government would there- 
fore be compelled to follow paci- 
fic and conciliatory methods in ita 
international relations. Peace 
would consequently be more like- 
ly to result, or at any rate there 
would be a better chance of secur- 
ing peace than if the normal at- 
titude of the government was one 
of gabre-rattling or imperialist 
egoism. 

This side of pueifism, the re- 
fusal to fight, concerns primarily 
the individual and is, after all, a 
purely negative position. But 
man docs not. live on negations, 
and I now turn to positive or con- 
structive pacifism.

This stresses the fact that you 
cannot have peace between nations 
(or between individunls) unless 
you create the conditions neces- 
sary for peace, 

The first condition is justice 
and the recognition of the equal 
right of all countries to live a full 
and dignified national life. Those 
conditions, from an international 
point of view, do not exist at pre- 
sent, and until they do there will 
be no permanent peace—at best 


-jonly an interval between wars, 


Consider first these 
facts: 

“1, Great Britain owns or con- 
trols one quarter of the world’s 
habitable surface. 

2. Great Britain, France, and 
Russia own or control onc half of 
the surface of the globe, 

3. Great Britain, France, Rus- 
sia, and the United Stutes of 
America own and control two 
thirds, : 

4, Six countrics, including Greut 
Britain, France, Russia, and the 
U.S.A. (the other two are China 
and Brazil) control three quarters 
of the world, leaving to 68 other 
countrics, including | Germany, 
Italy and Japan, barely one quar- 
ter. 

6, Great Britain, France, Rus- 
sia, and the U.S.A,, own 85 per. 
cent, of the total mineral wealth 
and total raw materials in the 
world, leaving to the before-

They declare 
that they are labouring under in- 
tolerable grievances, territorial 
and economic.

They say that Greut Britain, for 
example, obtained her vast empire 
by precisely the same methods as 
thoxe by which Italy acquired 
Abyssinia or as Japan is now an- 
nexing China. Britain, having 
bitten off as much as she can 
chew, is naturally satisfied with 
things as they are,'but the have- 
nots are dissatisfied and will not 
rest content, . 

Therefore they say—we must 
rely on the strength of our own 
tight arm to ensure continued life 
of our peoples. There is no hope 
for us if we rely on peaceful 
lines; we must try more forcible 
and more assertive methods,

Pacifists consider that the pre- 
sent distribution of territories and 
natural resources is such that 
there can be,no peace until exist- 
ing injustices have been remedi- 
ed, 7 
This will require concessions 
und sacrifice by the have nations 
like Great Britain and the U.S.A,, 
though such sacrifices will be us 
nothing compared with those in- 
volved should war take place. 

Pacifists also say that rearma- 
ment on our part docs nothing to 
decrease international tension but 
actually rallies the massca of the 
people in the dissatisficd countrics 
behind their dictators and mili- 
turists. 

It makes the common people be- 
lieve more than over that they 
have no hope of securing justice 
or a chance of a decent existence 
unless they can accomplish such 
by the exercise of their own might 
and- power. The pressure of 
economic distress is becoming so 
threatening among the have-nots, 
that the diversion.of war, what- 
ever tho risk, may be chosen as 
offering the only gambler’s altern- 
ative to bankruptcy and chaos. It 
js true that rearmament in these 
countries is aggravating their des- 
Perate position, but they are will- 
jing to tighten their belts still

Chinese Crews 
Upset 


The continuous raiding, follow- 
ing on the shelling of the previous 
day, began to demorallzo the Chi- 
nese crews and refugees in. the 
merchant vessels, and it became 
imperative to take action of some 
sort. The Ewo hulk, and SS. 
“Whangpu”, which had taken the 
unchorless hulk in tow, had had 
the wurst of it. The pair of them 
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offered the Jargest target and It 
was natural for the Japanese avia- 
tors to make for them. After the 
first raid, which caught the for- 
elgn refugees on the hulk ut 
lunch, they were transferred to 
the “Whangpu,”. in case it became 
necesanry to throw the hulk off. 
Splinters from the first had pler- 
ced the thin plank walls of the 
hulk with a hundred holes, broken 
all the glass, scattered the furni- 
ture, and wounded some of the re- 
fugees, and the “Whangpu” her- 
self had not fared much better. 
After the second raid the “Whang- 
pu” took the hulk for a cruise up 
the river, in the hope that she 
might avoid further attentlon, and 
all this time a forelyn officer stood 
with a loaded revolver over the 
lashings to prevent the excited 
crew from’cutting the hulk adrift. 
She arrived back at the Rosina 
Bencon concentration just in ‘time 
to catch the effect of the third 
raid, and after that it was decided 
to abandon the hulk, borrow an 
anchor and anchor her off by her- 
self.

Dawn found the shipa tied up 
at intervals of 200 yards 
the bank, with only a few forcign- 
era and members of tho Chinese 
crews left aboard. The bulk of 
the refugecs were hiding ‘in the 
reeds, and many of the ships’ 
gatlors and engine room hands, as 
well as the Chinese omployces of 
foreign firms, decided not to risk 
another day in this dangerous 
nelghbourhood, and disappeared 
into the interlor of China, not to 
be heard of again.

It was with mixed feelings at 
about half past ten that morning 
that-we saw a Japanese Infantry 
patrol approach along the shore 
of the North bank from up river 
and, enter the first of the moored 
launches.

acientist calls bacteria. Thess 
yerms or bacteria gain neces 
to our bodies principally. 


through the food we eat and 
the air we breathe. 

How then can we avoid in- 
fection from theac tiny bodies? 
The best way in the case of air 
born, germs in to stay away 
from people having 9 contagi- 
ous disease of the type in which 
harmful germs are given off in 
the air. This method we usual- 
ly adopt,.as germs do not multi- 
ply in the air and are usually 
not carried far. Then, too, 
most of them are soon killed by 
sunlight. - 

So fur ixolation will protect 
us. But germs that get into 
the food are, for us, much more * 
unfavourably situated. _Near- 
ly all of them are able not only 
to live in many common foods, 
for long periods, but actually 
increase ‘enormously in) num- 
bers in a short time, unless the 
food is properly protected. 

Jo understand how this .can 
best be done, we have to know, 
what these germs are, where 
they came from, how they can 
be kept out of foods, or if they 
are introduced, prevented from 
growing. d . 

What are germs?) They are 
tiny . one-celled plants and 
animals, so small and numer- 
ous that they are found almost 
everywhere, in nature, in the 
air, on our skin, and in water 
and soil. 

Although some of them are 
harmless and even useful in 
some instances, there are always 
millions of potentially harmful 
germs nround and about, wait- 
ing a favourable opportunity to 


nttack. Beeause they are 80 
small (they average about 
1/25,000 inch in diameter), 


100,000,000 can grow in a single 
drop of broth. They are able 
to penetrate the smallest crack 
in the skins of fruits or veget- 
ables, or to enter unseen into 
such foods as milk and meat, 
and to multiply therein to enor- 
mous numbers before their pre- 
aence is suspected. 

In fact, in a auitable food 
supply, if a temperature that is 
‘favourable to them is maintain- 
ed, they will double in numbers 
every 20 or 30 minutes, so that 
u few cella may become millions 
within 24 hours. 

Fortunately, scientists have 
peratures, most bacteria ure un- 
able to multiply and some may 
even be killed. Tests have 
been made at. temperatures 
ranging from 30 deg. F to 100 deg. 
Single germ cells in Uny drops 
of broth sealed in glass cham- 
bers were watched under a

peratures between 32 deg. and 60 
deg.

It ia our misfortune that bac- 
terin, an living beings, like the 
same foods as wo do, This is 
particularly true of the dinense- 
‘producing bacteria, In fact to 
grow bacteria in his Inboratory 
the bacteriologist routinely uses 
such foods as milk, gelatin, 
meat broths and sugar solutions. 
He puta a few germs into such 
n substance, sets it in a warm 
place and comes back a few 
hours Inter to harvest the bil- 
Hons of ‘bacteria thnt will have 
grown, When he wishes to ar- 
rest tht®growth of the #erms, 
he Iraven them in a refrigerator 
where the temperature is main- 
tained below 60 der. F. 

‘The housewife who leaves 
food standing about at room 
temperatures, is unintentional- 
ly duplicating the bacterio- 
logist’s experiment. Unknow- 
ingly she is exposing her family 


to the attack of — the dread 
Clostridium — botulinum, the 
aciontiat’s term for-toxic food 


- poisoning germs, because these 


dangerous bacteria grow in 
foods to enormous numbers 
yefore there is any change in 
appearance, odor, or tuste, to 
give warning that the food is 
unfit for use. Besides botulism 
there are many other diseases 
which are often acquired 
through cating contaminated 
food. Typhoid fever, para- 
typhoid fever, bacillary dysen- 
try, amoebic dysentry, cholera, 
infant diarrhoeas, scarlet fever, 
septic throat, diptheria, tuber- 
culosis, und undulant fever, are 
n few of the more common ones. 
_ We have seen that the bac- 
teriolugixt when the wishes to 
control the growth of bacteria 
placey them in a rofigerator at 
a temperature of 30 deg. to 50 deg. 
F. He uses a refigerator because 
correct, controlled temperatures 
are indispensable in the pre- 
servation of cellular specimens, 
cultures and media. 

If it is important that these 
experimental materials be kept 
nt the correct temperatures, it 
in even more important that the 
food which you serve, and 
which is decidedly non-experi- 
mental, should be 
properly. Electric refigerntion 
is the only real, positive protec- 
tion; because it is the only 
means that guarantees accurate 
temperature control. Indispen- 
sable to the scientist in his 
experiments in the lnboratory, 
the modern electric refigerator 
js a necessity in the home—a 
fact that the millions of house- 
wives who must daily guard the 
health of their families, are be- 
coming increasingly conscious 
of.

HE ‘only sensible view of 
life is that any bodily de- 
preciation, which may set in 
through illness or through ad- 
vancing ase, should not be al- 
lowed to do so before it must. 
As children we are easy go- 


ing, in its literal sense. We 
walk, we run, we climb, we 
dance, we swim, we play, com- 
pletely without effort. Why 
should we ever lose this heaven- 
sent power of free movement? 


It is dificult to.say. Sitting in 


-eramped positions, wearing res- 
tricting clothes, taking insuf- 
ficient exercise, allowing minor 
physical ailments, such 98 flat 
fect, knock: knees, round backs 
to go unchecked—all these may 
and do tend to make our bodies’ 
rigid. Over-indulgence in ao fa- 
vourite form of exercise may do 
the same. 


Unless we put forth a consci- | 


ous effort tu, counteract the ill- 
effects of such habits the health 
that comes from suppleness, 
-that is, the child’s natural, spon- 
tancous, buoyant health, will 
not be ours. The gentle prac- 
tice of scientific health ‘exer- 
cises; if carried out daily, staves 
off, practically, ‘indefinitely, the 
onset of this unwelcome stiffen- 
ing in the muscles and the joints, 
the first outward sign of incl- 
pient, bodily ‘breakdown. 

One danger ‘of “physical 
jerks,” as they are sometimes 
practised, is that they over-de- 
velop certain muscles, causing 
them finally to remain in ao state 
of contraction and to become 
enlarged. 


Muscles are composed of fi- 


bres, bound together. by a com- 


mon sheath. The width of the 
‘fibres is so small that 25. of 
them would fit side by’ side 
across a lino drawn by an ordin- 
ary pencil.’ When these fibres 
contract their length is dimin- 
ished, but their width increas- 
ved, and thus the muscle bulges. 
If contraction takes place too 
often, the bulge tends to become 
permanent.

ITNESS on an_ inadequate 
diet is impossible. Con- 
sequently correct dict is of first 
importance in any campaign for 
national fitness. Get food right 
and fitness will follow. This ts 
anid not to throw ‘any doubt on 
the advisabifity of the ‘daily 
dozen,” or of open-air exercise 
for the alrendy well fed. It docs, 
however, mean that any schdme 
of muscular exercise imposed on 
a body unfit because of an in- 
adequate diet will increase the 
unfitness. 

Diet may be inadequate in 
quantity and in quality. If 
adequate in quantity the results 
in the long run are lack _ of 
energy, apathy towards life, ex- 
cessive ‘fatigue on exercise and 
prolongation of the time taken 
in recovering from fatigue, Jow- 
ered. body temperature and _in- 
creased sensitivity to cdld. 

Diet may ibe, and often is, in- 
adequate in quality. The quan- 
tity .is satisfactory, but the in- 
gredients of the dict are not the 
beat for health or physique.

The aim of nutrition is an op- 
timal diet, that is, one which 
: promotes maximum well being. - 

An optimal dict must con- 
tain adequate amounts and.kinds 
of food to supply the requisite 
energy, the requisite body build- 
ing material and the requisite 
‘mineral matters and vitamins. 
The foods which supply the lat- 
ter are nowadays termed - the 
“protective foods,” meaning 
thereby that they protect the 
body against the deficiency 
diseases. 


Foods For Generating 


“Energy 


To the person who caters for 
a family or institution the foods 
which are the best, most conven- 
fent and cheap sources of encrgy 
nro the cereals, the fats, sugar, 


dried fruits, and dishes made - 


with these commoditics. Breud, 
butter, jam, cakes, biscuits, suet 
pudding, gcones, cakes, biscuits, 
suct, puddings, milk puddings 
and all such foods are’ pre-emin- 
ently tnergy foods. Cheese and 
becon too can be considered to 
be energy foods. . . 

The sources of the body build- 
ing foods are pre-eminently milk, 
eggs, meat, fish and cheese, with 
cereals and pulacs in the back- 
ground ng adjuvants.

In fact, 
it in unquestionably the most 
important factor In life, and its 
attainment is a duty which every 
mother owes to her children. 

But we muat go back one step 
farther. The most (important 
‘factor in the maintenance of 
health ix proper and adequate 
nourishment, By that I do not 
wiah to imply that the ¢hildren 
do not receive sufficient food or 
food of good quality. Proper 
and adequate nourishment — has 
little to do with the’ quantity, or 
quality of the food provided, al- 
though these are naturally en- 
ough important. Proper and 
adequate nourishment means the 
provision of all the nutritive 
elementa in correctly balanced 
proportions needed for the build- 
ing up of the body, brain and 
nerves, increasing the body's 
resistance to infection and creat- 
ing a atrong reserve of: energy 
and vitality.

TINHE problem of malnutri- 


tion is a real one and 
calls urgently for: solution. 

In every country for which” 
detailed information is avail- 
able, it has been found that 
an appreciable proportion of 
the population is, for one 
reason or another, not 'get- 
ting cnough of the foods 
which, the modern science of 
nutrition considers necessary 
for health and efficiency. 

{n some cases, the de- 
ficiencies in the dict have 
“been shown to result in mani- 
fest disease. Even where 
this does not occur, there is 
reason to belicve that mil- 
lions of people in all parts of 
the world are not enjoy- | 
ing the degree of health and 
vigour which could be theirs 
with proper nourishment. 

To assess the cost of mal- 
nutrition—whether in human 
terms, through disease ‘and 
sub-optimal health, or in 
cconomic terms, through loss 
of efficiency and ‘the money 
spent in attempting to repair 
the damage done by faulty 
nutrition-—would be an im- 
possible task. The cost is 


incalculable.

In 1905, long before the pre- 
rent moveénrdnt, a private 
cnmpnign for teaching people to 
live healthier and happier lives 
was launched by my father, 
Lieut. J, P. Muller, in his well- 
known book, “My System.” 
Through this book nearly 1,000,-

One doubta whether any other 
work of its kind has had so pro-

And_ Lessens | 


The Burdens Of Housecraft -

O long as the family remains 
the unit of civilised life, 
the housewife must be the chief 
guardian of the 
health, 
laying out the family’s income, 
for arranging the family’s food, 
for keeping the home clean, com- 
fortnble and healthy.

Few English housewives 
‘escape with less than 12 hours’ 
work a day; in many cases noted 
by social workers a 16-hour day 
is not out of the common. — If 
an housewife is chronically over- 
worked, her family will suffer, 
too, These conditions of over- 
work are not necessary in Hong 
Kong, but even here work sav- 
ing devices are a real born to 
the meticulous. 


The heating arrangements of 
the house are of vital import- 
ance to its mistress, To the 
rest of the family an efficient 
heating system in winter menns 
simply more comfort; to the 
housewife it means more leisure 
and less work, 


Two Main Points In 
The Kitchen 


After all, heat is needed for 
practienlly every household job; 
for cooking, washing up, clenn- 
ing, laundering, ironing: for 
warming rooms and xetting 
baths. 


The two most important cen- 
tres in the kitchen are the cook- 
er, at which the bulk of the. work 
of the preparation of ments is 
carried out, and the sink, where 
the daily task of wayhing-up is 
performed and where, therefore, 


a hot-water supply is an easen- 
tinl, Unless these two centres 
ure arranged for efficient and 
Jabour-saving working, no mea-: 
sures of kitchen planning can be 
really succesnful. 


Efficiency and economy in 
cooking are largely governed by 
the following factors: The re- 


taining of the maximum food 
value, the reduction of time 
‘and work and the saving of fuel 
and money. On all thead points 
the gas cooker stands very high. 
There has been an immense in- 
crease of eficlency—without any 
corresponding inerense in the 
amount of gas used——in the gas 
cooker. 


Automatic control of oven hent 
and the ease with which any 
heat, from simmering to fast 
boiling is availnble at the turn 
of a tap make cooking by yas 
comparatively simple even for a 
beginner, Ease of control also 
menna saving in fuel, and there- 
fore in money. The absence of 
any provision for obtaining sup- 
plies of hot water economically 
and without effort is a weakness 
in much of. the planning of 
dwellings to-day. 


An automatic system of water 
heating raises the family's stand- 
ard of living, makes cleantiness 
and health more ensily attain. 
able und. comfort a fact, raves 
steps, time and work for almost 
every member of the. family. 
Such a system can be and is be- 
ing obtained in a rowing: num- 
ber of homes by the introduction

A bright home cannot be & 
dirty home, and there is surely 
no better incentive to cleanliness 
than a bright and shining. back- 
ground.
